Resolutions: 
The United Brotherhood of Car­ 
penters and Joiners of America, 
Local Union No. 790 of Dixon, re­ 
spectfully sub m it to the Contrac­ 
tors and Millmen ot Dixon, the 
adopted scale of wages, hours of 
work and resolutions for their ap­ 
proval and signature. 
Section 1—T hat the scale of wages

Sec. 7—T hat these resolutions and 
scale of wages go into effect May 
1, 1903. 
The ab ove resolutions were adopted 
in January b y this local union and 
copies were sent to the various con­ 
tractors and mill men of this city.

The 
average temperature during the week 
was below normal, and Hie growth of 
vegetation was retard« i. The precipi­ 
tation, below the seasonal average in 
amonnt, occurred the latter part of 
the week. 
The fall ot mow was con­ 
siderable in the north* rn district. 
As 
the soil already contained sufficient 
moisture the deficiency in rainfall was 
opport unc. 
Wheat has made little improvement 
during the week. 
The average con­ 
dition is good, hut in many localities 
it, has deteriorated. 
Home fields are 
turning yellow, and many complaints 
are made of chinch bugs. 
The weath 
or has been too cold for 
seasonable 
growth. 
’ The sowing of oats is still 
in pro­ 
fess in some localities, hut the entire 
crop 
is practically in 
the ground. 
The season has been unfavorable for 
germination, and t.he plant, is coming 
up unevenly, and is showing a poor 
stand in many localities. 
in 
the 
northern dist rict resowing was made 
necessary and t he acreage shown will 
sh ow a decrease. 
Plowing for corn ha- been actively 
prosecuted, and some planting was 
done in the central and southern dis­ 
tricts. 
Plowing, in some localities, 
was done under difficulty, owing t.o 
the heavy condition of Hi*, soil. 
The genera! condition of pastures 
and meadows is good,but little growth 
has been made 
during 
the week. 
Some reports indicate injury to young 
clover by frost. 
General injury w;m sustained 
by 
fruit from fronton the 1st. 
Straw 
berries were killed arid grapes suffered 
seriously. 
T he greatest 
damage 
to 
fruit trees in bloom wa in the central 
and the northern districts. 
In the 
southern district the bloom has been 
affected, hut a conservative estimate 
cannot vet tie made of the extent o' 
the damage. 
Garden operations are still back­ 
ward. 
It has been t.oocold for germin­ 
ation and plant growth. The planting 
of potatoes is well advanced. 
Tender 
plants were nipped by frost on the 
1st, which will further tend to delay 
gardening.
